The statement by George F. Baer, president of the Read- 
ing railway, says: 

“To the President of the United States: We understand 
your anxiety ‘as forcibly expressed in the statement you read 
to us this morning to bring about ‘an immediate resumption 
of operations in the coal mines in some such Way as will. 
without a day’s unnecessary delay, meet the crying needs of 
the people.’ We infer that you desired us to consider the 
offer of Mr. Mitchell verbally made this morning, expressing 
and speaking for the United Mine Workers, to go back to 
work, if you would appoint a commission to determine the 
questions at issue. 

“You distinctly say that you ‘do not invite a discussion 
of your respective claims and positions.’

ASHINGTON, October 3.—At the opening of the conference 
President Roosevelt made the following statement: 

“I wish to call your attention to the fact that there are three 
parties affected by the situation in the anthracite trade—the opera- 
tors, the miners and the general public. I speak for neithér the op- 
erators nor the miners, but for the general public. The questions 
at issue which led to the situation affect immediately the parties con- 
cerned, the operators and the miners; but the situation itself vitally 
affects the public. 


“As long as there seemed to be a reasonable hope that these 
matters could be adjusted between the parties it did not seem proper 
to me to intervene in any way. I disclaim any right or duty to 
intervene in this way upon legal grounds or upon any official rela- 
tion that I bear to the situation; hut the urgency and the terrible 
nature of the catastrophe impending over a large portion of our peo- 
ple in the shape of a winter fuel famine impel me, after much anx- 
ious thought, to believe that my duty requires me to use whatever 
influence I personally can to bring to an end a situation which has be- 
come literally intolerable.

Government a Failure.

Washington, October 3.—The great coal 
conference between the president and 
representatives of the operators and the 
miners came to an end at the temporafy 
white house facing Lafayette square at 
4:55 o’clock this afternoon with a failyre 
to reach an agreement. 

Apparently the rock upon which the 
conference split was recognition of the 
miners’ union. The president had urged 
the contending parties to cease strife in 
the interests of the public welfare; the 
miners, through the president of their 
union, had expressed a_ willingness - fo 
submit differences to the arbitration of 
a tribunal to be named by the president 
and to enter into an agreement to abfde 
by terms fixed by the arbitration for a 
period of from one to five*years, and the 
employers, through the presidents of the 
railroad and coal companies and a lead- 
ing independent mine operator, had 
squarély refused arbitration, had de- 
nounced the miners’ labor organization 
as @ lawless and anarchistic body with 
which they could and would have no 
dealings, had demanded federal troops to 
ensure complete protection to workers 
and ‘their families in the mining region 
and court proceedings against the miners’ 
union and had offered, if the men re- 
turned to work, to submit grievances at 
individual colleries to the decision of the 
judges of the court of common pleas for 
the distriet of Pennsylvania in which the 


colliery wag located. There the matter | 


closed. 

Tonight both the miners and the opers- 
tors are still in the city, but tomorrow 
they return to their several localities, 
each saying at a late hour that the 
struggle will continue.

Fourteen men, including the president, 
were in the second story front room at the 
temporary white house during the mo- 
mentous conference.

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CAPTAIN DREYFUS AND CHILDREN. 
He Will Not Attend Zola’s Funeral for Fear His Presence Would 
Cause Disorder. 
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DREYFUS HEE DS 
MADE BY ZOLA’S WIDOW 
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He Will Not Attend the Funeral of His Benefactor 
for Fear That His Presence Would Provoke 
an Outbreak. 


Paris, October 3.—The funeral of Emile 
Zola Sunday promises to be of the most 
imposing character. A majority of the so- 
‘clalist and labor groups and several stu-

Contrary to previous announcements, 
Dreyfus will not attend Zola’s funeral.

"an IN STRIKE} 


Decide To Close Stores Unless 
Trouble Is Settled, 


For First Time New Orleans Street 
Car Officials Meet Men and Talk 
Arbitration — Motormen 
and Conductors Seem “ 
Very Scarce. 


New Orleans, October 3.—The street 
car strike situation took a new turn this 
afternoon when the big retail merchants 
of the city took steps to have some 
kind of an agreement reached. Retail 
trade has suffered greatly. and this af- 
ternoon the merchants met at the ‘St. 
Charlies hotel and decided that unless 
the strike was called off by Saturday 
night they would all close down their es- 
tablishments indefinitely. This 
throwing out of employment about 5,000 
clerks and girs. 

The merchants then turned their atten- 
tion to effecting some kind of a settle- 
ment, and after a conference with the 
mayor, the railway officials and car 
men separately, finally brought about a 
conference of all three elements. This 
began at 7 o’clock and lasted until near- 
ly 9. It was the first time the railway 
“officials and the entire executive board 
of the union had met since the trouble 
began. President Pearson submitted the 
proposition .of the company, in effect 
the same delivered in the ultimatum yes- 
terday—that the men return to work 
and then arbitrate the alleged violations 
of the old agreement; if declared vio- 
lated, to then consider a new proposi- 
tion, and the rate of wages and hours 
to date from the time the men go back 
to work. The car men's attorney, speak- 
ing for them, urgéd their demand, which 
is in effect the same, except that the 
men shall be paid at the rate of 25 
cents for eight hours from the moment: 
they return to work, the old agreement 
to hold good if it was found not to have 
been violated, 

The car men’s committee went back to 


‘the union hall to submit the proposition 


to the men. At this time it does not look 
as if they will accept it. All parties to 
the conference are to meet again at 10 
o'clock, 


The railway campany did not make 
any attempt to run passenger cats today. 
They did not get many answers to their 
advertisements for men, whom they asked 
to apply in writing by mail.. They took 
a preliminary step in notifying the mayor 
that they intended to operate their cars, 
and asking for the proper protection. The 
mayor promised this protection whenever 
it was needed. 

The only violence was the cutting of 


on Carrollton avenue. At one place sev- 
eral hundred feet of wire was stolen. 

Before the conference of the three ele- 
ments was resumed the merchants’ com- 
mittee began work on a compromise 
proposition and got the car men’s com- 
mittee to agree to it at 11 p. m. They 
then went to conference with the railway 
officials. The proposition is that the men 
g0 back to work tomorrow; that the vio- 
lations of the old agreement be submit- 
ted to arbitration, and that if the agree- 
ment is declared violated, the decision to 
carry with it a wage scale of 23 cenfs 
an hour and eight hours, This is a re- 
duction of 2 cents ‘an hour from the 
original demand. The railway company 
will not consent to any arbitration on 
the question of wages or hours.

The address 
was significant for the reason that it 
bore on the recent troubles at Stanford 
resulting in thee resignation of certain 
professors after the delivery of opin- 
ions which the university authorities con- 
sidered in conflict with the interests of 
the university.

I hope that every voter,swhether 
professor or student, will always thor- 
oughly inform himself upon every prin- 
ciple involved and as to the merits of 
every candidate seeking his suffrage, and 
then vote according to his own best 
judgment and conscience, irrespective of 
any importunity of others.”

London, October 3.—The Statist in its 
issue of tomorrow will say that the feei-

St. Louls, October 3—When the trial 
of Robert M. Snyder, banker and pro- 
motey, charged with bribery in connec- 
tion with the Central Traction pill, wa 
resumed in Judge Ryan’s court today, 
Circuit Attorney Folk began the task of 
proving that the defendant's case did not 
come under the statute of limitations, it 
being maintained that Snyder is a non- 
resident and therefore not exempt from 
prosecutfn. The perfod of limitation for 
bribery is three years. 

Judge Ryan’s decision permitted the 
admission of the testimony which the 
defense had tried to exclude. It was a 
distinct defeat for Snyder in the point 
on which the entire case has come to 
hinge.

ANSWER REFERRED 10 AS 
"GIGANTIC STUPIDIFY” 


Declare No Attack Was Made on At- 
lanta Company or Its Team, but 

Matter Arose from Unin- 

spired Editorials in 
Savannah Papers. 


Savannah, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
A_meeting of the Savannah members of 
the Georgia Seagirt team of 1899 was held 
tonight, when the approval of all was 
given an answer to Captain George M. 
Hope, of the Governor's Horse Guard. 
The captain of the team, Major W. W. 


Williamson, who haa been signing the cor- 
respondence, nor none of the members 
of the team had received any instruc- 
tions from the adjutant general forbid- 
ding the correspondence. 

All the members of the team signed the 
answer, and it was turned over for publi- 
cation in The Morning News and The 
Constitution on Sunday. Tonight a tel- 
egram was received by The Morning News 
from Atlanta announcing that the gov- 
ernor would direct, or had directed, a 
cergsation of the Seagirt controversy. 

Members of the team were apprised of 
this, and they at once agreed that the 
answer should be published tomorrow in 
anticipation of the governor's instruction 
being recelved by the morning’s mall. 

The reply devotes considerable space 
to preliminaries, ridiculing Captain Hope's 
answer and referring to his ‘“‘gigantic stu. 
pidity.’’ It declares that no attack was 
made originally by the Savannah tédm 
upon the Horse Guard or Its team, but 
that the uninspired editorials of The 
Morning News and The Press were taken 
by Captain Hope as from the team, and 
that he then gave vent to such vitupera- 
tion and abuse as the Savannahians had 
done nothing to warrant or deserve. 

Referring to Captain Hope's stafements 
the reply says: 

Statements Are Untrue. 

“In your letter some statements are 

wholly untrue, while others are only a 


part of the truth. You do not tell the 


whole truth. For instance, you state that 
the Savannah team, with oné or two ex- 
ceptions, cheered the Jersey team for 
their victory. That is true, but you were 
there and why did you not tell the whole 
truth? Some cheered because they knew 
nothing of the fraud practiced by falsely 
matking the target; some did not cheer, 
because they suspected fraud, and their 
suspicions led to the detection. 

“Again, you allege on information that 
the Savannah team dined with the exec- 
utive committee after an adverse decision 
on ou? protest. This is not true. 

“Again you say we announced that the 
matter (protest) was closed. This is not 
true. On the contrary, you know that we 
continued to correspond with Governor 


ing to a rehearing, and that the gentle- 
men named not being favorable to it, 
Colonel Kuser took the matter up and 
said we should be given another hearing;

More- 
over, here are the names of the Savannan 
team: F. C. Beattey, F. C. Wilson, H. 
E. Wilson, W. G. Austin, EB. C. A. Mer- 
cer and C. §g. Richmond. Now name 
which one or more of these mémbers of 
the team made such a request. 

Horse Guard Not Unfairly Treated. 
“Again you say the Horse Guard was 
uffairly treated at Avondale range, Savan- 
nah, in 1900. This is no true, and you 
knéw it was not the truth when you 
penned that § statement. Furthermore, 
you knew that the shoot at Avondale 
range in 1900 was a@ state affair; that it 
was managed by officers appointed by 
Governor Candler, and that the Savan- 
nah team had no control whatever over 
the Horse Guard nor any other team. 
The managers of that state shoot will 
no doubt call on you to explain this 
charge.

CONTRACT LET | 
_ FOR LOUISIANA 


Battle Ship Will Be Built by 
the Newport News 
Company. 


Washington, October 3.—The secretary 
of the navy today awarded the contract 
for the. construction of the battle ship 
Louisiana to the Newport News Ship 
Building Company at its bid of $3,990,000. 

The bureau officers to whom the bids 
were referred reported that there were no 
indications of a cembination on the part 
of the bidders. The award in this case is 
made with unusual quickness, which is 
accounted for by two facts, first, the bids 
from all of the shipbuilders who appeared 
were what is known as “straight,” that 
is, they were based exactly upon the 
plans prepared by the navy department 
and did not include, as is usually the 
case, propositions from builders to con- 
struct the ship upon plans of their own 
design, in which case the technical offi- 
cers must make a full study of the va- 
riations proposed. 

In the second place, the Newport News 
Ship Building Company has challenged 
the navy department to show whether 
this company or the New York navy yard 
can turn out a battle ship in the shortest 
period of time. The ship building com- 
pany is hampered by an abundance of new 
construction, including much government 
work and a lot of repair jobs in its own

CENSORSHIP IN RUSSIA. 


Sounds Like a Joke, but Muscovite 


Editors Find It Serjous. 

London Express: To be an editor of @ 
Russian newspaper one must not only be 
a journalist, but a diplomat. One must 
have the gift of veiling one’s words in a 
manner that, although to'the searching 
eye of the censor there appears nothing 
calculated to disturb the state, yet will 
cause the readers—the subscribers—to 
shake their heads knowingly, discovering 
political meaning in a little sketch, os- 
tensibly fiction, but bare reality to those 
who read between the lines. 

The first press. censorship was estab- 
lished simultaneously with the first issue 
of the oldest Russian newspaper, The 
St. Petersburgskiya Vjedomosti. The 
literal wording of the ukase was as fol- 
lows: 

‘Observe that nothing is printed in The 
St. Petersburgskiya Vjedomosti deroga- 
tory to the czar, the fatherland, the 
army, the police, and the government 
officials.”’ e 

Now the net of press laws has spread 
with the growth of the press, until at 


‘the present time the editor is ,entangled 


in the meshes of restriction. 

At the head of the censorship is the 
minister of the interior, and he has his 
hirelings in every town where a man puts 
his thoughts on paper and sells them for 
‘“kopecks.”” The censor committee of 
each town has a “‘natchalnik,”’ or chief, 
the chief censor, as he is titled, and he 
is directly responsible to the minister 


of the interior. 

There are two grades of censorship. 
The first class includes those journals 
the whole ‘‘copy’’ of which has to be sent” 
in MS. for the censor’s approval before a 
line of it reaches the compositors’ hands. 
After a few years, however, this rigor- 
ous system is relaxed, and the second 
grade comes into force. 

Those editors who have passed through 
the distressing period of having to send 
their ‘‘copy’’ to the printer via the press 
censor need now only send the specimen 
number of the newspaper to the commit- 
tee every day two hours before publica- 
tion. Should the committee see anything 
in the sample copy printed contrary to 
their own ideas of wHat is right, the 
whole issue is at once;sconfiscated.. The 
punishments meted out to editors for 
contravening the press laws are planned 
with the diabolical ingenuity of a Ko-Ka 
For the first offense the editor is merely 
cautioned, and for the second the jourmal 
is forbidden the right to take advertise- 
ments for any term from three months 
to a year. For his third misdemeanor 
the journal is suspended for a period 6f 
from six months to a year and the editor 
has to ray a fine of £530 to £600. If the 
editorial exchequer is in a low state and 
the money cannot be paid, the editor 
must sit in a.cell for six months.

Montgomery, Ala., O€tober 3.—(Special.) 
Troup Hodges, a well-known Savannah 
man, was Killed by a westbound passen- 
ger train on the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama near this city this afternoon. 

He spent: last night in a shack near 
Mount Meigs, 20 miles east of here, and 
this morning spent his last nickel for 
ginger bread and started toward Mont- 
gomnery on the railroad. As the west- 
bound train approached the station he 
stepped in front of-it and. knelt down 
facing the engine, which was too close 
upon him to’ be stopped, by the engineer. 
He was instantly killed, and his body 
was mangled and torn in pieces. 

Papers found on.the body showed that 
he had worked for the Central railroad 
at Savannah in 1894, and that he had been 
@ great wanderer in all parts of the 
world. 

Hodges was well known because of his 
eccentricities. A few days ago he was 
given a lunacy trial in Savannah, and 
was discharged. He immediately drifted 
away, and to his death. 

Hodges fought with the Boers in South 
Africa against the British, where he 
proved himself a brave and galjant sol- 
dier. It will be remembered that about 
two years ago Hodges offered to take a 
proffered duel off the hands of Congress- 
man Rufus E. Lester, of the first Geor- 
gia district, who was challenged by a 
man of English sympathies out west, 
who took offense at the congressman's 
attitude upon the British-Boer question.

Numerous are the iegends handed 
down tradition of daring Russian ed- 
itors Ww trified with the power of the 
censor. There is a story of an editor 
who had an article under the official 
ban, and who simply printed the heading 
and the signature, leaving a plank space 
between. The censor did not see the 
humor of = a pleasantry, and the 
editor was fined. 

And so the comedy progresses. Tho 
stringent censorship over the news ‘s 
one of the chief causes of all Russian 
discontent. for officials act with impu-

Japan’s Growing Commerce. 
Japan, which presents. the paradox 
of an occidentalized orient, is always 
an interesting study, and in this era 
of trade scrambling, especially so 


commercially. | 
The hustling little, Britain of the 


Pacific enjoyed much prosperity last 


year, according to “The Annual Re- 
turn of the Foreign Trade of the Em- 
pire of Japan for 1901.” an official 
pamphlet received by the bureau of 
foreign commerce of the department 
of state. Her exports broke all pre- 
vious records, while her imports were 
only exceeded in 1898 and 1900. So 
ambitious in the varied field of indus- 
try, Japan has reason to feel gratified 
that the value of her imports but 
slightly exceeds the value of her ex- 
ports, and in this is food fur thought 
for the occident. ;

in Japan, a condition that can be ac- 


| Counted for by the excessive home de- 


mand, our gredt trade expansion in 
Europe and indifferent drumming in 
Japan. 

It is interesting to know the nature 
of‘our Japanese trade. The south 
sends the island kingdom raw ginned 
cotton surpassing in value other single 
items of American export, but we sup- 
ply only a sixth of the cotton taken 
by Japan, most of the raw staple com- 
ing from British India. Great Britain 
leads in supplying various manufact- 
ures of cotton. ' 

We send Japan, next in importance, 
petroleum and 638,000,000 pounds of 
flour. These 1901 figures represent a 
falling off of 21,000,000 pounds from 
the record of the previous year. This 
decline was not the result of foreign 
rivalry, but of. a sharp increase in 
Japanese wheat production. The mi- 
kado’s government is determined not 
to be dependent on the outside world 
for so vital a thing as bread, and is 
encouraging wheat growing in the 
northern portion of the kingdom, 
where the cereal already flourishes. A 
gigantic home milling company’ has 
been established, which now produces 
10,000,000 pounds of flour annually and 
is planning to entirely shut out flour 
importations, Japan's total wheat im- 
port in 1901 was 11,500,000 pounds, 
five-eighths of which came from Aus- 
tralia. # | 

We have also lost ground in the im- 
ports of electric light apparatus and 
telephones. Our bicycles are holding 
their ground well, wheels to the value 
of $270,000 going to Japan last year. 
The popular prices for bicycles in Ja- 
pan vary from $16 to $25, being ‘sold 
below American market values. In 
certain classes of machinery and tools 
we have gained somewhat, although 
there is shown a decrease in the total 
value of such imports. 

The United States was Japan’s best 
customer in 1901, but Japan bought 
more heavily from England and Brit- 
ish India‘than from us. We'take more 
than three-fourths of all her tea. Ja- 
pan is a great exporter of rice, and 
her silk products constitute three- 
sévenths of her exports. 

It is interesting to note that trade 
between Japan and the Philippines is 
growing rapidly, The exports to the 
Philippines amounted to $1,285,179

In November, 1969, I waa residing in Shelby 
county, Alabama, about 20 miles south of 
Birmingham. Standing in my yard one morn- 
ing about 10 o'clock, conversing with my 
neighbor, James A. Allen, Esq., my attention 
was arrested by what your correspondent de- 
scribes as a sharp whizzing noise. It was an 
Indian summer day, and whiie the noise was 
very distinct and passed rapidly across the 
sky from south to north, I could eee nothing 
of the body that produced it. Confused for 


‘the moment, I concluded that the Cahaba coal 


mines, located about 7 miles north of where 
I stood, and which were reperted to be filied 
with gas, had exploded, But the prolonged 
whizzing sound, which evidently was receding 
from me, terminated in a heavy explosion. 
Gathering all the facts in relation to its 
passage over me, the rapidity of ite flight 
and the time of its explosion, I settled down 
in the conviction that it had reached the 
earth at a point almost due north from where 


I stood, and about the distance to the Ten- 


nessee river. 

The occurrence was so unusual and the !n- 
cident so etartling as to make a deep im- 
pression on my mind. The country between 
my location and the Tennessee river was al- 
most a wilderness. There was no notice of 
the occurrence published in any of the news- 
papers at the time, interest in the 
matter gradually diminished. I became ab- 
sorbed in my personal business and in the 
love of my family until the fall of the meteor 
was almost forgotten. 

The statement of Professor ©. G. Lynch, 
of Leighton, seems to differ widely from my 
own. He eays the fall occurred in 1867 or 
1868. 

Well remembered facts assure me that the 
one to which I refer occurred in the autumn 
of 1869. This discrepency as to time may 
easily be accounted for by the lapse of 
more. than. thirty years. What seems @& 
much graver difference in the statements as 
to the direction the meteor was moving. I 
saw nothing of the meteor itself, but deter- 
mined the direction of its flight by the re- 
ceding of the sound. Professor Lynch both 
saw the meteor and heard the noise. At 
my point of observation it was moving rapidly 
northward. At his it was visibly moving 
He further says that on his way 
home from school one evening he heard a 
sharp whizzing noise and saw a large me- 
teer - shooting across the heaven’ to the 
south. 


owned by Colonel Daniel. I have never doubt- 
ed that the meteorite was a large one, and 
that it fell mpst probably about the Tennes- 
see river. . 

This discrepency may be explained as -fol- 
lows: The explosion would inevitably result 
in a change of the direction of a part of the 
météor thrown off, and conditions of which 
Wwe possess no knowledge may have changed 
the course to a line the exact opposite to its 
original fitght. There are no doubt other 
fragments of this great body which fell about 
Decatur and at other not distant pcints. 
Would it not be well for the geologists of our 
colleges to interest themselves in gathering 
all the facts pertaining to the flight and fall 
of this great body and utilize them for the 
begefit of science?

The 
china ig to be of gold leaf decorated 
with the national coat of arms and will 
be used this winter at state dinners, It 
is,in direct contrast, too, with the highly

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Sum of $7,000 Set Aside as a Refund 
to School Department for Money 
Used in Summer To Build 
Several School Annexes 
in Certain Districts. 


During @ secret Meeting of the city 
finance committee last night the October 
apportionment sheet was prepared and 
will be submitted to council for adoption 
Monday afternoon. 

The committee made no very important 
appropriations and was in session for 
only about an hour. All the members 
of the committee were present and the 
sheet ce ar the unanimous approval 
of the committee after it was put in 
shape. City Comptroller Goldsmith met 
with the committee. The meeting was 
held in the mayor's office. _ 

Three apportionment sheets are pre- 
pared during the year—the first in Jan- 
uary, the second in June and the third 
in October. The final sheet is merely 
a continuation of the one prepared in the 
summer, and in it the finances of the 
year's end are taken care of. All tne 
sheets are made up during executive ses- 
sions. 

It is understood that the October sheet 
will contain an item of about $7,000 for 
the schools in addition to the usual school 
appropriation, which is a refund of 
money allowed the school department 
in the summer. It was knéwn months 
ago that the schools would be greatly 
crowded and extra room was found ab- 
solutely necessary in several districts. 

Money Was Refunded. 

To relieve the situation as far as pos- 
sible the school board was authorized 
to use about $7,000 of the appropriation 
to salaries for the purpose of building 
several annexes to schools and furnish- 
Ing them with desks and other necessary 
articles of furniture. The understand- 
ing Was that this amount would be re- 
funded before the end of the year. The 
finance committee last night passed up 
the amount so that the salary account 
“geuld not be short. 

During the summer a new battery of 
boilers was added to the water works 
pumping station and a _ sufficient sum 
was apportioned to this department to 
pay for the extra amount of coal for 
these boilers. Extra money was also 
set aside to meet the advance in prices 
of feed for the various departments us- 
ing Hve st@>k and Some money was ap- 
portioned to buy coal for the schools and 
other departments, 

Before undertaking the work of pre- 
paring the sheet all the departments were 
heard from and the committee diq what 
it could to meet necessities. Beyond the 
epportionments mentioned, little extra 
money was passed up for any of the 
departments, as the committee found its 
funds rather low. Some money had been 
received in the way of water bills from 
the water works department and this 
amount enabled the committee to make 
the appropriations that were scheduled.

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Present Indications Are That the 
Deluge Which Has Spread Dam- 
age Over Texas and West 
Will Pass to the 
Northward.

Tne weather for Atlanta for today 
Promises, according to the forecast of the 
local weather bureau, to be fair. 

The present indications are that Geor- 
gia is going to miss one of the heaviest 
storms of the season that has done an in- 
finite amount of damage in the western 
part of the cotton belt. 

In Texas the records show that during 
this storm that portion of the cotton belt 
has been fairly inundated with rains, 
averaging from 1 1-2 incnes fo 10 inches. 
Louisiana, Arkarisas and a portion of Mis- 
sissippi have also suffered to a very great 
extent. 

As was stated in The Constitution, ac- 
cording to the last report of the agricul- 
tural department in Washington the pre- 
dicted percentage for Texas, which sup- 
plies from one-fourth to one-third of the 
entire yield of cotton in this country, was 
only 63 per cent. A tremendous decrease 
over that of last year and the average 
for ten years. Alabama’s prediction was 
but little befter with a percentage of 5. 

Geofkia, while it has suffered greatly 
from the long summer drought and the re- 
cent rains, was predicted as being far bet- 
ter off with a percentage of 68. It will 
be remembered, too, that while Section 
Director Marbury, from the records, gives 
the average for Georgia cotton crops as 
1,250,000 bales, he looks for between 900,- 
000 and 1,000,000 bales thie year. 

Bulletin Is Awaited. 

Cotton men have been anxiously await- 
ing the appearance of the bulletin of the 
agricultura 1 department covering the 
month of September. It {s generally ex- 
pected that this report will show a still 
further decrease in the estimated crop 
and from this report will have to be 
subtracted a still further loss on account 
of these last rains that in certain por- 
tions have resulted in little less than 
floods. 

As Texas is preeminently first In the 
production of cotton, Mississippi second 
and Georgia a close third, it is believed 
that these dameaes to the crop will re- 
sult in a total shortage of tne entire belt 
that will have the effect of raising the 
prices to a very appreciable extent, and 
In this case that the Georgia farmers 
and planters, while they have suffered, 
will be far better off than their neighbors 
and in a better position to take advantage 
of higher figures. 

According to the reports received last 
night the low barometer which had hung 
about the vicinity of Fort Smith, Ark., 
was moving to the northward and the in- 
dications were that it would continue to 
move up on the Ohio 
move up on above the Ohio valley and 
take the usual] storm exit by the way 
of the St. Lawrence and on out to sea 
by way of the gulf at the mouth of the 
river. Such a course means the sav- 
ing of thousands of dollars to the cotton 
crop throughout Georgia.

“In the 168 years that have elapsed since 
the founding of the colony, we have 
grown. from a population of 170 souls to 
more than 2,000,000, and from a struggling 
colony to a great state. In all these years 
end with this great growth not ever has 
there been placed even one tablet In honor 
of the man to whom we owe almost our 
very existence as a state. 

‘Glynn county was his chosen place of 
residence and on St. Simons island is sit- 
uated the only home he ever owned in the 
rew world. The association deems it a 
very fit and proper thing that citizens of 
the state and county should erect a stone 
to the memory of one who in life furnish- 
ed the brightest example in history cf 
those highest of Christian virtues, char- 
ity and self-abnegation, and whose life 
was consecrated to the struggling colony 
of Georgia. We ask of the public men, 
women and children such aid as they can 
extend toward the furthering of this ob- 
ject.

Athens, Ga,, October 3.—(Special.)— 
So much has been written in the Atlanta 
papers about Georgia, that it is difficult 
to get it straight, the reports have varied 
s0 much. Nevertheless, I. assure the 
Georgia roodters that they will have a 
team wortby of their ‘support. 

Contrary to the reports, we are not 
heavy. In fact, we will be but little 
heavier than we were last year, when 
we weighed 140 pounds. Georgia will not 
average over 152 pounds, others to the 
contrary.

Geergia’s Engine Drivers Demand lew 
System of Pay. 


FIREMEN TO STAND BY THEM. 


Conference Brings Ng Results—<Ar- 
thur Has Been Called to Augusta. 
“Old Reliable’ May Have 
Serious Trouble—Other 
Railway News. 


Augusta, Ga., October 3—(Special.)— 
There is considerable excitement in Geor- 
gia railroad circies over a difference be- 
tween the railroad management and cer- 
tain engineers. it ts understood that the 
present system of pay on the railroad is 
based om the run, and that a mileage basis 
of remuneration nad been asked for by a 
ccemmittee from the engineers. 

the story goes that after the confer- 
ence with General Manager Scott, the 
ccmmittee requested an Immediate an- 
swer, but Mr. Scott told them to go on 
back to their posts of guty and contjnue 
thetr runs, and after a week's considera- 
tion he wit.™ decide the matter. It Is 
stated that the committee refused to ac- 
cede to this and demanded an immediate 


answer. 
General Manager Scott called to their 
attention an agreement cxisting between 
‘he engineers and the company, made 
during tne time of General Manager John 
W. Green, which provided that, pending 
any difference between the engineers and 
the company, the former woukd continue 
at their posts, and any refusal to do 
so would be equivaient to tendering their 
resignatfons. in spite of this warning, it 
is said that the men tnsisted on an immc- 
diate answe-, whereupon Mr. Scott took 
fhe position that they had resigned their 
Places witn the road. 
It is undersicod that the engineers have 
summoned FP. M. Arthur, chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, to 
Augusta, and, it is further rumored, the 
firemen have decliured that they would 
make common cause witfh the engineers. 
There is consiGérable excitement over 
the matter among the employees of the 
Gecrgia 1allroad ard their families, 
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New Delivery Yard for Georgia. 
The Georgia railroad has plans on foot 
for the establishment of a delivery yard 
on the property owned by the road front- 
ing on Hunter street, between Piedmont 
avenue and Butler street. 

Eight tweacks wili be laid which, it 1s 
estimated, will increase the yard space 
of the Georgia by 50 car lengths. The 
tracks will be Jaid in pairs and the gen- 
eral arrangement of the yard will be 
made with the idea of utilizing every 
available foot of space. 

The establishmeni of ‘this additional de- 
Ifvery yard is rendered necessary by the 
increasing business of the Georgia at this 
point. It is "understood that the estab- 
lishment of this yard is’ only the begin- 
ning of a general rearrangement of the 
Georgia's yard properties in Atlanta. 


Big Movement to Washington. 
The low rates now in effect between 
Atianta and Washington are giving fhe 
roads to the east the heaviest travel ever 
known ty trem. The iow rate was 
gtanted on account of the annual encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, which begins in Washington Tues- 
cay. 

The rates were in effect for the first 
time yesterday and on the noon trains 
fully 600 people left for Washington. In 
addition to carrying extra cars on both 
trains, 38 and 40, the Southern ran an ex- 
tra section of 38, which carried six \Pull- 
man sieepers and a dining car. ‘ine Sea- 
beard Air Line carried an extra sleeper 
and an extra coach. Extra cars were cur- 
ried on both the trains out last night.

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HELD BACK BY CHARITY 


IGHT along with the aftermath of 
R the election it is possible that a 

really true story of the counting 
of the ballots may be of interest to 
many. 

It was in one of the down-town wards. 
The election had been duly . announced 
closed by the proper officer and the 
boxes opened for the counting of the 
ballots. Seated around the table were 
some six or seven authorized managers 
and clerks of the polis, and before these 
Were spread a mass of tickets’ that 
should with the counting determine the 
position of that particular ward in re- 
gard to not only the mayoralty race, 
but its choice of a justice of the su- 
preme court, as well as a coroner of the 
city. Very naturally there was much 
depending upon the official count, and 
while the reporters waited directly out- 
side of the ropes for the official figures, 
crowds waited beyond the reporters, and 
beyond the crowds waited the candi- 
dates, trying their best to play the part 
of casual observers not caring which 
way the election went. 

Altogether all Atlanta and the state 
of Georgia stood waiting for the count, 
ready to cheer or receive in sullen si- 
lence the verdict of the officials around 
the table. 

f course, the counting was a serious 
matter, but there was little in the faces 


Or the talk of the young men of the 
ward to lead to such a deduction, But 
the way in which they reduced the piles 
of ballots showed that they were fa- 
mililar with the work and their fingers 
more than made up for any lack of judi- 
cial expression upon their faces. 

But there was one very old gentleman, 
who after the manner of those of his 
advanced age, took the entire proceed- 
ings most seriously. His fingers trem- 
bled with the infirmities of those who 
have passed the three score and ten 
span. It was very evident that his sight 
was dim, and it was a constant strain 
for him to look over, under or through 
his broad-rimmed spectacles and read 
the closely printed names on the long 
Australian ballot. 

But if there was a trembling of fingers 
and a dimness of the eyes, there was 
also an.expression of dignity that spoke 
of a solid democracy running away back 
to beyond the days of the election of 
war governor and gave to the entire 
table a certain tone that would have 
been unmistakably lacking but for his 
presence. 

And while the young men ran through’ 
the ballots with the .expert swiftness of 
accountants, the elderly gentleman, who 
seemed to belong to the old black-steock 
democracy, carefully investigated each 
ballot as though the fate of the nation 
hung upon the announcement of his in- 
spection. 

Fortunately; for the waiting reporters, 
the crowds and the candidates, the meth- 
ods used by this particular one in ma- 
nipulating the tickets did not extend 
to the rest of those about the table, or 
else the announcement from one ward 
would have scarcely been completed in 
time. for the December magazines, 

And right here was where the pa- 
thetic side of this true story came in. 
For as the gentleman who was suffering 
from that hardest of all’ nature’s dis- 
eases, old age, looked around upon ‘the 
active methéds of those around him, it 
was most evident to the observer that. 
he whose experience ran back into the 
early pages of Atlanta politics was 
forced to appreciate his own limitations. 

At fifst he tmed to cover his slow 
counting with a nervous little cough, 
hoping against hope that the others 
would not notte it. But after the count- 
ing had, been in progress but a very short 


time, the man to whom he turned over 


a 


tis bunch of fifties for verification found 
& mistake of three. When he announced 
this the morfification of the elderly gen- 
tleman was most pitiful, and he began to 
be even more cautious and studied in his 
counting. But either because the nerv- 
ousness. caused by the mistake had quite 
incapacitated his aiready. well spent 
nerves, or because the growing ciouds of 
tobacco smoke further pbsructed his fad- 
ing vision, the mistakes increased with 
the progress of the evening. 

Then it was that The Constitution man 
Saw the squarest political deal it has ever 
been his pleasure to witness. In the first 
Place, 1f the counting’ had been in some 
ucrthern city, it is quite possibile that the 
men around the table would have been 
ward heelers ané machine managers, who 
were there for a purpose. If their count 
was exceedingly siow, the siowness was 
premeditated. The machine manager was 
Waiting to hear from the committee in 
the city hali ordering a certain majority 
from the “‘tenth’’ that wouid swell the en- 
tire vote to the necessary figure for the 
election of the macnine candidate without 
any possibility of an embarrassing inves- 
tigation on the part of the reform ele- 
ment,

was used to and, perhaps, it was this 
esperiencs. that. acoentuated.a character- 
istic Dit of scutnhern: Kindness in a down- 
town Atlanta, ward the ofher evening. 

Just tO spare the. oid gentieman’s feel- 
ings, only the left-c vers irom the bunches 
of .fifties were given him for counting, 
ard these’ were in turn twice verified. 
It was‘ weil that’ they were,’ for, as the 
night wore on and the tobacco smoke 
dritted down upon the tabie amd the work- 
ers, this comopination, together with the 
unusual lateness of the nour, found the 
Jeffersoninn democrat ncdding over his 
I!ttle. piles and making mistakes that were 
comected in stl@ace. And because there 
wtre no mistakes announced, it was quite 
evident that the cld gentleman was be- 
ginning to 100K upon..nhimself as an ex- 
bert and he referred to ris years of ex- 
perience with the: pardonaDle pride of one 
who Kncws his own merit, and retterated 
again and again, ‘““Gentlemen, for the life 
of me 1 don’t see how I made that first 
niistake.’” And witie th: man at his ei- 
bow corrected error after error he dis- 
mirsed the entire subject with some gen- 
érality of the carelessness of humanity 
in general or acctsed some one else at the 
table of havirg made far greater errors. 
And, because the man who was accused 
understood, he admitted to snistakes that 
he had never made and was in no danger 
Or making. 

It may have been a HUttle thing, but if 
made a gresut impression on, at least, 
One newspaper man, and that was why 
it happened that one of the down-town 
wards was a littie later in sending in its 
returns that it would have been, except 
for the presence of an elderly gentleman 
whose count was. worse than’ useless, 
tor it had to be corrected again and 
again.

New York, October 3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say:

immense cattle receipts and unsurpassed in- 
dustrial capacity are, in a great measure, 
chargeable to the numerous and heavy gains 
shown in widely separated sections. Failure 
returns, too, are almost entirely favorable, the 
number of emburrarsments being the smallest, 
with two exceptions, in ten years, and the 
Habilities being the lightest, with one excep- 
tion, in twenty years. 

Trade telegrams’ to Bradstreet’s this week, 
while pointing to some letting up in the here- 
tofore active jobbing demand.at nearly all 
centers—partly the result of religious ob- 
servances—testify to the fall and winter trade 
already booked having becn exceptionally good 
—in most cases in excess of preceding year, 
end crop yields, except in some sections, gugr- 
anteeing a full volume of business in the re- 
maining months of this year and the early 
part of 1903. 

Except for a few scattered pessimistic re- 
ports from the south, advices from that section 
ar> generally of a fair to good trade, with 
improved collections. At the east a large dis- 
tribution of dry goods is noted, at such cities 
as Philadelphia, New York and Kaltimore. 
Hides and leather are strong and active, and 
shoe manufacturers are generally employed. 

Rather less strength is noted in some of the 
iron and steel business than heretofore, but 
the quieting down in the cruder forms is due 
to scarcity of fuel and of pig iron, as much 
as ‘to the flood of foreign iron, which appears 
to be steadily increasing. Special investiga- 
tion shows that receipts of foreign iron and 
steel in August exceeded 140,000 :ons, but 
e>.ports cf.iron and steel and their produc‘s, 
most'y machinery, tre still more than double 
the imports for that month. More inquiry for 
pig iron for the last half of 1903 is noted 
at Chicago, and new orders for rails, structu- 
ral materials and plates cannot be guaranteed 
delivery until the last balf of next year. Many 


“| steel mills in the Pittsburg district have closed 


for want of iron. This has resulted in rather 
lower quotations for Beseerrer pig and steal 
billets than was the case a year ugo. The 
refusal of the tin workers to accept lower 
wages in order that Welsh plates may be shut 
out has resulted in the shut down of a num- 
ber of mills. Structural ani plate mills are 
crowded with orders, but sheets have been 
cut $5 per ton. 

Eastern cotton goods manufacturers report 
a quiet demand; this is as much due to their 
own unwillingness to sell freely ahead as 
it is to the consumer's desire to wait on the 
raw cotton market, which more noticeably 
than in recent years seems to regulate the 
course of > manufactured products. The 
strength of the foreign demand for this staple 
has largely offset the much heavier and earlier

Vaccination Took After Two Years. 


New York Sun: The remarkable case 
of a small girl whose vaccination toox 
after two years’ delay should be some 
consolation to those who have got over 
it quickly. The case has been reported 
to one of the medical journals by the 
child’s physician and ig recorded as he 
ing probably without precedent in med- 
ical science. 

The child was vaccinated when she 
was only six months old and with very 
slight success. Nothing was thought 
about that until a few weeks ago, and 
two years after the original vaccination. 
when she had an attack of scarlet fever 
With complications which puzzled the 
family doctor. The old vaccination 
marks seemed to wake up again. 

Inquiry revealed that the little girl had 
not been revaccinated, though all ths, 
Symptoms mizht have indicated that she 
had. Other physicians were called in and 
watched the case. 

When the child’s recovery was certain 
they agreed that the one explanation: 
feasible was that the vaccination had re- 
mained latent in the child’s system for 
two years and that the fever had started 
it afresh.
